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Traffic Courtesy 


A few days ago there was published in 
this space an appeal to motorists to exercise 
greater care in passing strect cars and buses 
which are in the process of discharging pass- 
engers. The article urged the police to chcek 
the frequent violations of the regulation for- 
bidding this hazardous practice. 

There are other equally irritating prac- 
tices which perhaps do not fall so clearly 
under the traffic rules, but which also con- 
stitute a danger to pedestrians. 

There is, for instance, the driver who 
comes to a stop at the intersection of a stop 
street, not behind the pedestrian lane of 
traffic, but directly across it. 

There is the other driver who does 
not come to a full stop at all, but con- 
tinues to let his car roll ahead gently so 
pedestrians never know whether he proposes 
to stop or not. 

These and scores of other instances of 
careless driving are banned by bylaws. But 
because it would take an army of traffic 
police to enforce these regulations, it is 
necessary to depend upon traffic courtesy 
rather than upon fear of the law to prevent 
their occurrence. 

Indeed, it is a pity that some motorists 
have to be threatened with fines and punish- 
ment before they will observe the elements of 
traffic courtesy, which in itself would almost 
entirely eliminate traffic hazards. 


One of The Key Points 


Edmonton’s geographic position is of 
course the main reason why it has been 
marked down ar % key point in the national 
defence system, ....d will be a major centre 
in both the Army and Air Force permanent 
organizations. This distinction does not 
come to the city by arbitrary selection. It is in 
the logic of things that important military 
units should be located here. 

Nothing could have been farther from 
the minds of those who planted a frontier 
trading community on the upper Saskatche- 
wan than that they were driving stakes on 
the site of a future military centre, though 
they foresaw with remarkable astuteness its 
advantages as a focal point of commerce. 

World events which have made it necess- 
ary that Canada maintain a considerable 
establishment of trained defence forces 
equally indicate Edmonton as one of the 
principal points at which these forces should 
be situated. 

The city will derive considerable benefit 
in the way of trade from the presence of 
these forces, Its array of public buildings 
will be extended according as accommoda- 
tion is required. But however welcome these 
material gains may be, not less gratifying is 
the fact that the strategic location of the 
city is recognized, and that it is to be made 
one of the links in the chain of the nation’s 
defences, 


“Safe and Sane” Policy Best 


Hon, J. G. Gardiner said at Regina the 
other day that Canada needs six millions 
more people to bring our population into line 
with our productive capacity and the re- 
sources which await development. He added 
that unless we admit people from overcrowd- 
ed countries they will some day come in 
“hordes” and “take the country”. 

Premier Douglas of Saskatchewan offers 
the modifying comment that it would be a 
mistake to open the doors too widely until 
we have satisfactorily adjusted conditions 
and opened up opportunities for more people 
than are already in the Dominion, 

These views are not contradictory. They 
are complementary. Canada can support 
more people; and one way or the other its 
population is bound to grow. But if a million 
were transplanted from Europe to Canada 
during the present year, confusion would be 
the result, with the newcomers no better off 
and the present residents worse. 

Floods, whether of people or of water, 
are disastrous. A steady inflow of industri- 
ous and enterprising people in keeping with 
the opportunities for profitable occupation 
of their skills and talents is the only sensible 
objective of immigration policy. We could 
easily get the six million immigrants in six 
years. But it would take more than another 
six years economically to “digest” them. 


The Pad-Locked Frontier 


Knowing what was coming, General

This is unspeakable 
calumny, an insult to the memory 
of many Communists who died in 
action, some from Edmonton who 
are mourned along with all our 
other brave sons, 

Even after being interned for 
oyer two years, Communists who 
were fit joined the armed forces, 
fought discrimination to get into the 
battlefront and some died fighting 
for Canada, Before the war, in the 
fight against Hitler and Mussolini 
in Spain, over six hundred Cana- 
dian Communists gave their lives 
for freedom while those who are 
now calling for the ban on the Com- 
munists were backing Hitler. 

I ask you to publish this protest 
in memory of men who died that 
Canada might be independent in 
thought and deed. The dark forces 
that would work for a third world 
war are using this “spy scare” to 
work up the public into a hysteria, 
It is a challenge against democracy 
in Canada in the last analysis as the 
only way we can have a third world 
war is by a resurgence of Fascism 
which is directed first against 
democracy and the people. That is 
the danger now.
